Lonpon, Aug. 4.—The German Im- 
_perial yacht, with Emperor William 
and brother, Prince Henry, on board, 
| arrived at Osborne at 10 o’clock this 
| morning. The Queen signalled “ Wel- 
| come” to his Majesty from the Ce- 

borne House, her palace on the Isle of 
Wight, as the yacht entered Cowes 
| Roa-is. 

The Prince of Wales and Duke of 
| Connangbt, on board the royal yacht, 
| went out to meet the Emperor. A 
/ number of others of the royal family 
awaited his arrival on a private landing 
stage. One German iron-clad accom 
panied the Emperor, and he was also 
escorted into the harbor by five British 
torpedo boats. 

As the Emperor landed a salute was 
fired. Entering a carriage, bis Majesty 


the Queen, Princess of Wales and 
Duchess of Edinburg received him at 
the entrance. As he entered, the 
bands played the German and English 
national anthems. The Emperor wore 
a British Admiral’s uniform.

taxation originated at a very early 
date, and has at ove time or another 
been in vogue in nearly every civilized 
nation. It bas, however, been aban- 
doned in all countries except the 
United States. * * * It is charac- 
teristic of this system that the more 
you perfect it the worse you make it.”’ 
Eastern States—New York and Con- 
necticut especially—are seeking to at- 
tract owners of capital or personal 
property to those States by little or no 
taxation on personal property. New 
York laws and decisions are such that 
bone but trustees of widows and or- 
phans need pay personal property 
taxes. 

Professor R. T. Ely, quoted above, 
says: ‘' From the time of Turgot and 
Adam Snouith to the present, political 
economists have not ceased to 
warn the people to be careful 
not to drive away capital by taxing it.

These titles, moreover, are 
much the same in all the countries, say* 
the Youth's Companion. Those 
Prince, Duke and Baron are found in 
England, Russia, Germany, Austria, 
France, Spain and Italy. Thatof Mar- 
quis exists in all except Russia, Ger- 
many and Austria. Counts are to be 
found in every continental country, 
while the title of Earl is only to be 
found in England, but corresponds near- 
ly to that of Counts, for the wife of an 
Ear) is a Countess. : 

But while the titles are quite similar, 
tuaey sometimes indicate a different 
relative rank in one country from what 
they do in another. Im England the 
title of Prince is the very highest, and 
is only worn by members of the royal 
family; but in Germany, Russia and 
France a Prince is inferior in rank to a 
Duke. The German Emperor intended 
to promote Bismarck when he proposed 
to raise him from a Prince to a Duke. 

In some instances, too, the title of 
Count—which is a very common ene, in- 
deed, on the continent-—is superior to 
that of Duke. For instance, the Count 
of Paris holds a higher rank than his 
son, the Duke of Orlcans. 

The origin of these ranks and titles 
is, for the most part, to be found im the 
feudal system, and tho nobilities of En- 
rope generally date from tho period 
when that system held sway. They re- 
sulted, in the beginning, from the pos- 
wession of casties and lands, or from 
military leadership. 

Tho titles of Baron, Count and Mar- 
quis were originally given to the own- 
ers of large estates. The title of Duke, 
however, came rather from military 
leadership, as its derivation—from the 
Luiin duz, a leader—implies. 

So it came about that the owners of 
the estates took their titles from the es- 
tates themselves, or from the castle 
wherein they dwelt, or the village near 
it. They were the Barons or Counts of 
such and such a place; and here we per- 
ceive the origin of the French prefix 
“de” and the German “von” to names 
which are still regarded as indicating 
gentle blood. 

Those titles, in all countries but one, 
have been conferred by the sdvercigns 
in recent centuries. But in Italy the 
titles of the nobles have been awarded 
to them by the differcnt cities and 
towns. Each Italian city and large 
town has its “Liber D’oro,” or Golden 
Book, in which the names of the per- 
sons on whom titics have beenconferred

' In some cases, the titlesof noblemen's 
children are confined to the eldest son. 


In others all the sons of a nobleman | 


have titles, derived from different es- 
tates belonging to him. The titles are 
sometimes the family name, like Prince 
Bismarck for instance, and sometimes 
are the names of estates or of cities, 
like the Count of Pierrefonds in one 
case, or the Count of Paris in the other. 

Ot all continental nobilities, that of 
Spain is perhaps the most exclusive, 
and the proudest of its descent and 
blood. The higher Spanish nobles are 
called ‘“‘grandees,” and comprise Dukes, 
Marquises, Counts and Barons. The 
lower nobility are called “hidalgos.” 

Itis said in Spain that the grandees 
have blue blood and the hidalgos red. 
It is only the who have che 
right to prefix “Don” to their names. 
The “Don” corresponds with the ‘‘Sir” 
in England. 

The Spanish grandees used to be 
divided into three ranks by a certain 
curious privilege. The grandee of the 
highest rank had the right to put on 
his hatin the presene@of the King be- 
fore the King spoke to him. He of the 
second rank could put on bis hat after 
the King had spoken. But he of the 
third rank must wait till the King had 
spoken and he himself had replied, be- 
fore he could cover his head. 

The English peers—or rather the 
peersof the United Kingdom—who in- 
clude the six highest ranks of the nobil- 
ity, are the only ones who, by reason of 
their hereditary rank and title, Luve 
the right to sit in the National Legisla- 
ture and make laws. In the other mon- 
archies nobles comprise indeed a large 
part of the upper houses, but this is 
usually by a selection of certain ones, 
rather than an inherited right.
